Hamlin arca people and those 
of the rest of the country more 
and more are becoming concerned 
with high blood pressure and re­ 
lated symptoms that vitally affect 
health of the day. 
Blood pressure —w hat does it 
mean? 
Nothing more, says State 
Health Officer Henry A. Hollc 
during this annual observance of 
heart disease control, than a meas­ 
ure of pressure against artery 
walls as blood courses through the 
tody. 
Everyone’s blood pressure, ac­ 
cording to the explanation, is high­ 
est when the heart pumps a fresh 
load of blood lr. o elastic-walled 
arteries, and lowest when the boa 
pauses between beats for refilling. 
The high level is systolic, the low­ 
est is diastolic pressure. 
Physicians me?.sure blood pres­ 
sure by wrapping an inflatable 
rubber cuff around the patient's 
arm. When air is pumped into the 
cuff a column of mercury is forced 
into a glass tube. 
The height to 
which it climbs indicates the pres­ 
sure inside the cuff and the com­ 
pression 
brought 
against 
blood 
essels in the arm. 
Then. using a stethoscope, the 
physician determines systolic pres­ 
sure by listening to the sound pro­ 
duced by blood flowing through 
the artery wrhen the pressure in it 
is just above that in the cuff. The 
characteristic change of sound at 
the diastolic level is easily recog­ 
nized by the physican. 
No clear-cut line ran he drawn 
between “normal’’ and “abnormal” 
blood pressure, the health offi­ 
cial emphasizes. 
“But it is generally agreed that 
a systolic pressure exceeding 140 
or a diastolic pressure above 90 
deserves further checking.” 
Although age does not bring an 
automatic increase in blood pres­ 
sure. high pressure, called hyper­ 
tension, is most common in middle 
or advanced years. 
Like temperature, high 
blood 
pressure is only an indication of 
certain diseases, rather than a dis­ 
ease 
itself. 
Only a physician, 
after careful study, can determine 
what it means. 
Blood pressures vary greatly In 
the same person—during illnesses 
and emotional stress, and with rest

High blood 
pressure is often due to hardening 
of the arteries, kidney infections, 
brain or gland tumors, or to heart 
defects. 
Symptoms of all types of high 
blood 
pressure ale similar, al­ 
though in many cases there arc 
no symptoms. 
Headache is com­ 
mon, usually a pounding at the 
hack of the head. Other signs in­ 
clude dizziness, fatigue, irritability, 
loss of memory, or heart pain. 
Many of these symptoms may 
occur in people with normal blood 
pressure, so they arc not auto 
matically Indicators of blood pros 
sure irregularity. 
Uncomplicated 
hy per tens i f> n 
need not be a serious problem, Pa­ 
tients often live long and active 
lives with goood medical manage­ 
ment of their condition. 
And the 
best way to prevent complications 
is to be completely examined per 
iodically by a physician. 
‘T h a t’s a sm art health habit 
for anyone to acquire,” Dr. Hoi lf 
concluded.

H igh blood 
pressure is often due to hardening 
of the arteries, kidney infections, 
brain or gland tum ors, or to heart 
defects. 
Symptoms of all types of high 
blood 
pressure 
aie 
sim ilar, 
al­ 
though in m any cases there are 
no symptoms. 
Headache is com­ 
mon, usually a pounding at the 
hack of the head. 
O ther signs in­ 
clude dizziness, fatigue, irritability, 
loss of m em ory, or heart pain. 


Many of these sym ptom s may 
occur in people with norm al blood 
pressure, so they are not auto­ 
matically indicators of blood pres­ 
sure irregularity. 
U ncom plicated 
hvpertens i f> n 
need not be a serious problem. Bo­ 


ost is diastolic pressure. 
Physicians m easure blood pres­ 
sure by wrapping an inflatable 
ubbor cuff around the p atien t’* 
arm . When air is pumped into the 
tiff a column of mercury is forced 
into a glass tube. 
The height to 
•hich it climbs indicates the pres­ 
sure inside the cuff and the com­ 
pression 
brought 
against 
blood 
essels in the arm. 


Then, using a stethoscope, the 
phy sician determines systolic pres­ 
sure by listening to the sound pro­ 
duced by blood flowing through 
the artery when the pressure in it 
is just above that in the cuff. The 
characteristic change of sound at 
the diastolic level is easily recog­ 
nized by the p h y sical 


No clear-cut line can be drawn 
between “norm al’’ and “abnorm al” 
blood pressure, the health offi­ 
cial emphasizes. 


“ But it is generally agreed that 
a systolic pressure exceeding 140 
or a diastolic pressure above 90 
deserves further checking.” 
Although age does not bring an 
autom atic increase in blood pres­ 
sure, high pressure, called hyper­ 
tension, is most common in middle 
or advanced years. 
Like tem perature, high 
blood 
pressure is only an indication of 
certain diseases, ra th er than a dis­ 
ease 
itself. 
Only a 
physician, 
after careful study, can determ ine 
w hat it means. 
Blood pressures vary greatly in 
the same person—during illnesses 
and emotional stress, and w ith rest 


lives with goood medical manage­ 
m ent of their condition. 
And the 
best way lo prevent complications 
is to he com pletely examined per­ 
iodically by a physician. 
“T h at's a sm art health habit 
for anyone to acquire,” Dr. Hollo 
concluded.

The Bowens have occupied the 
160-acre farm for 12 years, having 
purchased the place from the O. C.

Bowen moved to Jones 
County in 1899, settling in the 
Anson area.

1913. and they have four children.

Mrs. Pauline King lives at Hodges 
and Mrs. Lavoy Teel is a resident 
of Abilene. 
All of the Bowen place is in 
cultivation.
